RAP AT PRESENT REGIME. 


Ousted President Scores a Point 
When Hartford, Conn., Stock 
Owners Vote to Support 
Him in Meeting. 


Agents of Edward H. Harriman and Stuy- 
vesant Fish are raking the country with a 
finetooth comb te secure proxies for use at 
the Illinois Central’s annual mee here on 
Oct. 16, when the fight for control of The road 
will be decided. 

Shareholders, big and little, are being 
sought out and argued over to one side or the 
other. Even the man owning one, two, or 
three shares of stock is considered im- 
portant enough to go after with the strongest 
sort of argument and appeal. 

In thea scrimmage for proxies Fish and his 
party are busiest, but the Harrimam follow- 
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de passed by congress, and will declare that 
specified conditions have been met, the con-

President Roosevelt ‘th ‘expected to return 
to Washington inside ot three weeks, so that 
formal announcement of the statehood of 
Oklahoma probably will be made not later 
than Nov. 1. This will give an opportunity 
for the meeting of the legislature to fulfill the 
conditions of the primary in which the people 
already have Voted for senators. ~ 


First Admission Since 1896. 

This ‘is the first time such a proclamation 
has been issued since Grover Cleveland pro- 
claimed the admission of the state of Utah 
on Jan. 4, 1896. President Cleveland had a 
much more delicate duty to perform than that 
which has devolved upon President Roose- 
velt. The Utan enabling act specified that 
the new state should constitutionally pro- 
hibit polygamy and accept the conditions of 
the Edmunds Jaw as part of its fundamental 
state government, President Cleveland gave 
a great deal of care to his study of the Utah 
case, and finally decided the constitutional 
convention had met all the conditions im- 
posed by congress. 

It was not so many years later, however, 
that Brigham Young, the polygamist, was 
refused admission to the house of representa- 
tives, which seemed to show that Utah had 
not honestly fuifilled its pa the bargain. 
There is no way of turning ‘state out of 
the union, so chat no puhishment could be 
inflicted ad for 2 apparent breach of good 
faith between the former territory and the 
older states. y

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Personal Squabbling Condemned. 
_ The most definite expression of opposition 
to the Harriman régime thus far expressed 
developed at the meeting of Hartford, Conn., 
stookhoiders. The sentiment of the meeting 
was altogether favorable to Stuyvesant Fish 
and his campaign to regain control of the raii- 


road. Practically all of the speakers ar- 


raigned Edward H. Harriman and the meth- 
ods which he has employed in connection 
with the railroad. 

The Rev. Dr. Francis Goodwin said the 
personal quarrel between Messrs. Fish and 
Harriman left all in an unpleasant/situa- 
tion. The literature circulated showed the 
existence of two or three great evils in the 
past management of the road, which, if con- 
tinued, will result in great damage te the 
road. 

“Tf we as stockholders sit down W 
knowing this, then we are responsible for the 
mismanagement,” said Dr. Goodwin. 

He added that Harfiman’s career was 
such that no one could have confidence in 
him. His control of the Hlinoits Central, he 
said, would be a calamity, for he would sim- 


“ply tie it up to his chariot wheels, divert its 


freight and profits, and make it a servant 
to the Pacific roads. 


Resolution Is a Roast. 

In addition to, voting in favor of giving 
the proxies to Fish, the Hartford stockhold- 
ers adopted this resolution: 

Whereas, the present controversy in the man- 
agement of the Illinois Central railroad has 
brought to the knowledge of the stockholders the 
fact that the board of directors has delegat 
their powers in intervals of session to an exec 
tive committee of their number, which in 
has conferred the same absolute power upon their 
chairman, which wé believe to be a grave danger 
to the interests of the corporation and of its 
stockholders; 

And, whereas, The fact hae ee hbown. thon 
by this concentratiow of authority the officers 
have been enabled to make Mrge loans to them 
selves on such securities and terms as they them- 
selves deem sufficient, and are the sole judges. 
And as it is also evident that, under this present 
system it is possible for any individual delegated 
with these powers to make in his own interests 
this railroad and its business subordinate and 
contributory to other roads in which he may 
have a greater personal interest, and therefore 
we, stockholders of the Illinois Central railroad, 
protest against this improper and hazardous prac- 
tice, and we request the board of directors to take 
guch action as will prevent these evils in the 
future.” 

It was voted to transmit the resolutions to 
Charles M. Beach, who is representing Mr. 
Fish in Hartford, with the request that he 
submit them to the annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the company.

comprehensive plan to furnish heat, 
power, and refrigeration in the downtown 
district and other parts of the city was made 
public yesterday in steps taken to incorpo- 
rate the Chicago Heat, Power and Refrig- 
eration company. 

The scheme is to distribute steam heat, 
electricity, and refrigerating fluid to office 
buildings, factories, and residences through 
@ vast system of underground conduits ra- 
diating from a central plant to be built 
probably on the south branch of the river. 
The enterprise is similar to the Yaryan 
heat, light, and power system operating in 
several Chicago suburbs, and to a system 
that has proved successful in the business 
district of Detroit. 

Blocki and Brennan in It. 

The incorporators named in the petition 
forwarded to the secretary of state are Fred 
W. Blocki, Wiliam F. Brennan, Jeremiah 
P. Bartholow, James FP! Early, and Kurt 
Stoehr. 

Mr. Blocki was city treasurer undér the 
Dunne administratign and commissioner 
of public works during the last two Harri- 
son administrations. Mr. Brennan formerly 
represented the Twelfth ward in the city 
council. 

At present Mr, Brennan and Mr. Blocki 
are associated in the Brennan Nlectrie 
Construction company, which has the 
contract for the construction of the line 
that will deliver the drainage canal electric 
current to Chicago. 

Claims Made by Promoters. ‘ 

The aims which the company seeks to ac- 
complish are ambitious and comprehensive. 
The principal ones are th ui stated in the pro- 
spectusi - . 

It will banish the smoke nuisance. There will be 
one chimney where now there are thousands. 

It will cut the’price of fuel. 

It will reduce the price of power. 

It will reduce the price of refrigeration. 

It will put Chicago on a modern basis with ref- 
erence to heat, power, and refrigeration. 

An ordinance granting the company a fran- 
ehise to operate its system in the streets of 
the city will be presented to the council at 
an early date. According toa formal state- 
ment issued by Mr. Brennan, this ordinance 
wilh be an exception among the franchise 
grants usually sought by corporations. 

Compensation to Be Offered. 

“The new company,” he says, “ proposes 
to meet public sentiment at all points in ask- 
ing for its franchise. The grant will be 
drawn along model Itnes. 

“The company will ask only a reasonable 
return on capital actually invasted, plus a 
fair added amount for contractors’ profits.

WOULD DIE AS SACRIFICE. 


Tragic Story Clears Up Mystery in a 
Strange Michigan Crime. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—A moth- 
er's love for her only son has at last solved 
the mystery surrounding the murder of 
Charles Chadwick at Atlanta, which for more 
than a week has baffled the authortties and 
attracted the attention of the whole state. 

Driven almost insane by the fear that her 
som, Eugene, would be convicted of the mur- 
der of his father, Mrs. Chadwick, the widow, 
wrote an extraordinary confession in which 
she asserts over and over again that she and 
not Eugene was guilty of the murder. It 
was her intention to end her own life with 
a pistol shot, leaving behind the paper which 
should forever brand her as a murderess, but 
which she hoped would free her son. 

Her sacrifice was im vain, for just as she 
was placing the revolver to her head the 
screams of her little daughter attracted the 
attention’ of a deputy sheriff, who entered 
the room just in time to wrest the revolver 
from the frantic woman. 


Body Found by Roadside. 

Atlanta, where the murder took place, isa 
hamlet in the midst of some of the wildest, 
roughest country in the whole state. A 
week ago last Tuesday the body of Charles 
Chadwick was found lying beside a lonely 
road with a bullet in his heart. It had been 
dragged some distance and the hands folded 
over his breast. Suspicion at once pointed 
to his son, Eugene, aged 18. Tracks found 
near the body exactly fitted Eugene's shoes. 
The boy bears the reputation of having a 
bad disposition, and more than once he and 
his father had quarreled over trivial matters. 
He was locked up pending the outcome of 
the inquest. 

It was then that the mother, willing togive 
up her own life to save her son's, made her 
attempt to divert suspicion from the one who 
is believed to be the real criminal. Telling 
her little daughter, Marion, that she was 
going to write a letter Monday, she spent the 
whole of what she believed to be her last 
night on earth in writing the false confession. 
That completed, she gave it to the little girl. 
and made the attempt to end her own life.

Nation Must Control Corporations. 
“The pational government 1 hag suf - 
figiently extensive power and jurisdiction to 
exercise adequate control over the great in- 
terstate rations. While this thorough 
supervision and control by the national gov- 
ernment is desirable primarily in the interest 
of the people, it will algo, I firmly believe, be 
to the benefit of those corporations them- 
selves which desire to be honest and law 
abiding. : 

“ Only thus can we put over these corpora- 
tions one competent and efficient sovereign— 
the nation—able both to exact justice from 
them and to secure justice for them, so that 
they may not be alternately pampered and | 
oppressed.

BORAH DENOUNCES TIMBER LAW 


Acquitted Senator Says It Is Infamous 
and That the Government Connives 
at Breaking It. 


Boise, Idaho, Oct. 3.—[Special.]—Senator 
William E. Borah, who was acquitted yester- 
day of the charge of conspiring to defraud the 
government of timber lands, said today: 
“The stone and imber law is a piece of in- 
famy as administered by the government, 
which makes 4 man swear that he doesn’t 
take it on speculation, and the department 
construes this to mean he must not take it 
with a view of selling it. There is nota man 
in the department of the interior and presum- 
ably in the department of justice but who 
knows full well that ninety-nine men or 
women out of a 1ꝗundred take up these claims 
with no other view than to sell them as soon 
as they get title. Notwithstanding this knowl- 
edge, the government continues to issue final 
receipts and thus connives at the doing of 
that which they afterwards seek to visit upon 
some one as a fraud.“

Wnere the legislature is strong is in the 
favt that it is possible to pass a law which 
will not affect the next state convention, but 
whica will satisfy any popular demand there 
may be for direct primaries. | 

Without an emergency clause making the 
law effective before July 1, 1908, it can be 
of no service for the coming campaign 
or aid Deneen in his campaign. To secure 
this clause it will requlre a two-thirds vote. 

If the law without the emergency clause 
should attempt to fix the date of the pri- 
maries after July 1, as was done in 1906, 
some new and extraordinary method of se- 
lecting the delegates to the national conven- 
tions wculd have to be devised. 3 

In the republican party it might be possi- 
ble to wave special congressional caucuses 
or conventions to elect the delegates from 
these «-«tricts, and to have delegates at large 
chosen by the state committee. Politicians 
are not well informed as to how they could 
get out of the dilemma if they wanted to 
al. d they do not want to. 

Inthe democratic party, the national dele- 
gaies of which are chosen in the state con- 
vention, the difficulty might be more em- 
barrassing. 


Work for Waterways Project. 


In the hang over session starting Tues- 
day it is the legislators’ purpose to try to 
solve the deep waterway issue by submit- 
ting a constitutional amendment for adop- 
tion by the people, the amendment being 
designed to permit the issuance of state 
bonds to the amount of $16,000,000 for the 
building of the deep waterway anti the de- 
velopment dt power. If the down state 
members of the legislature can solve this 
question in some such fashion they will 
adjourn and force the calling of a special 
session.

KILLS HERSELF IN DESPAIR 


Maria Sexton Ends’ Life While 
Clasping Her Prayer Book. 


BLAMES A FAITHLESS WOOER. 


Pathetic Letters cf Appeal to Him Read 
at Coroner’s Inquest. 


Spurned by the man she loved and with 
no parent or relative to whom she could 
turn for aid, Maria Sexton. 23 years old, 950 
North Robey street, shot herself dead. 

Clasping in one band, a prayer book with 
the pages open at the litany of the saints, 
and in the other a revolver with one of the 
chambers empty, her body was found early 


“yesterday morning in an alley at the rear 


of 61 Augusta street. A flash of lightning 
revealed it to Joseph Zevertnik, 144 North 
Curtis street, a newsboy. 

The tragedy followed a few hours after 
her last appeal to Joseph Gillespie, 57 Au- 
gusta street, to keep his promise to marry 
her. Failing in this she went home, her first 
impulse being to gain by writing what her 
words had failed in. She wrote two let N. 8 
pouring out in her words the struggles a 
remorse of a broken heart. The letters were 
read in the afternoon at the coroner’s in- 
quest in the presence of Gillespie, who had 
been arrested. 


Man Shows No Emotion. 

The police thought Gillespie might have 
been present when the young woman killed 
herself. He assumed an indifferent attitude 
ana showed no emotion as Deputy Coroner 
Andrews read the epistles. 

The first one the girl ‘evidently had laid 
aside after writing it, and succeeded it with 
one of deeper emotion. The first letter read: 

My Darling Joe: How can you be so mean to 
me now while I am in trouble? All of my friends 
have turned against me with scorn, and now 
you have forsaken me. You, the one man I love 
above all else in the world. I don’t know what 
will ever become of me. 

You always promised to stand by me. I always 
thought you loved me as dearly as any one could. 

Darling, please return to me and be my loving 
little Joe. My heart is broken and my life is a 
wreck. 

Story of Despair Is Told. 

The second letter, which told the whole 
sad story, follows: 

Dear Little Boy: I know you feel bad, but you 
have a comfortable home and relatives and friends 
to help you pass the dreary hours of your life; a 


‘but this didn’t seem to interest Gillespie a 


good position and you are earning enough for aty 
man to be satisfied with. You have no worry for 
the outcome of the future. 

What have I? The cold shoulder from every 
one, no home, and the little place I now call home 
I'll have to part with, for I can’t stay here any 
longer—clothes to be bought for myself and baby. 
Then to a hospital to work for my board, and 
God himself only knows what treatment I will 
get there.

SLURS POLICE; GETS.A JOLT. 


Dr. Christison’s Attack on Chi- 
cago Bluecoats Hotly Resented. 


REMARKS ARE CALLED ABUSE 


Ex-Justice Hurley Scathingly Rebukes 
So-Called Pathologist. 


Dr. J. Sanderson Christison got into con- 
siderable trouble last evening at an initial 
and memorable meeting of the Criminological 
pociety, at the Sherman house. Many of the 
members of the organization hope the trou- 
ble won't cause the first meeting of the so- 
clety to be the last one. 

Immediately after Dr. Christison had made 
a speech extravagantly attacking the police 
force and urging that coppers study 
psychology, former Justice T. D. Hurley, the 
chairman, replied with a defense of the force, 
in which he made some pointed remarks 
directed at Dr. Christison. He ended by say- 
ing he wished Dr. Christison’s profession 
could compare favorably with the police de- 
partment. , 

want it to be distinctly understood that 
am not in sympathy with these ridiculous 
and unfounded statements that have been 
made here tonight.“ said Mr. Hurley if con- 
clusiom “I want to say that hereafter I 
am in no way connected with this organiza- 


tion.“ x 
Starts the Trouble Early. 

The mezting of the society, which numbers 
among its members prominent sociologists 
and Professors, was at the outset taken in 
charge by Dr. Christison. He appointed Mr. 
Hurley chairman and immediately began 
reading the address that was to caus: all the 
trouble. ! 

In his discussion he set forth a system of 
policing the city which would revolutionize 
the present department. He suggested that 
all policeman be compelled to study mental 
philosophy and become proficient in the 
study of the mind before they be permitted 
to enter upon active duties as guardians of 
the peace. 

Besides this requisite it was suggested bv 
the doctor that the probationary policemen 
study medicine long enough to become fa- 
miliar with the manner in which wounds are 
inflicted and the manner oftreatment. Then 
he would b3 given a course of study in lock- 
smithing. He would study manner and 
methods of crime and he would be given a 
few lessons in the proper manner of securin 
and following up clews. In short, the cop- 
per was to be educated along such lines 
as would make Sherlock Holmes appear a 
mere novice. 

Ot course I am going on the conclusion 
that the applicants for these jobs would have 
the intelligence of the average college stu- 
dent, said the doctor. 

He then spoke of convicted murderers who 
had been hanged, he said, without proper 
evidence. For thigs-hd blamed the police. 
He said Assistant Chief Schuettler hypnot- 
ized Ivens and forced him to confess to.the 
murder of Mrs. Bessie Hollister, and he 
blame d the polics for the conviction of Con- 
stantine. 

Sharp Rebuke by Chairman. 

I want\to make it plain that I, as chalir- 
man of this meeting, have nothing whatever 
to do with this paper,“ said Mr. Hurley, as 
soon as the speaker had taken his seat. “I 
want it clear that I am against it. It ie so 
easy for anybody to make abusive statements 
against the police that many people think it 
is the proper thing to do. 

‘I wish the doctor’s profession stacked up 
as well as that of thepoliceman. In my work 
as police magistrate I have talked with po- 
licemen time and again who, in the course of 
their duty, have been shot and injured, and 
have escaped with their lives only by beating 
the criminal with whom they fighting 


into subjugation. 
“You say,” addressing Dr. Christison, 


that the criminals should have better treat 


ment. Well, the police are not responsible 
for the cellrooms, and the vermin, and the 
poor food in the jails and police stations. 
But I do say there is too much flower garden 
talk and small parks for crimitals“ When 
you meet a brute whom you recognize asa 
brute you must treat him as a brute.

Shippy an Honest Man, Doing His Best;

They want 
to know who it was that kidnaped Henry 
M. Bay, real estate agent, and bore him away 
| Wednesday evening tn a motor to a de- 
serted cottage near Hammond, Ind), for ap- 
parent purposes of robbery—this is, if he 
really was kidnaped. 

They want to know also if he really was 
halted in Jagkson park at the point of a re- 
volver and ordered to get into the red painted 
machine to be stripped of his garments and 
money. If he was not kidnaped, they desire 
to know why Mr. Bay presented such a 
plausible tale of experiences, which on first 
consideration yesterday seemed true in every 
detail. 

Mr. Bay implicated hig wife’s relatives in 
the mystery. He insinuated that men have 
been dogging his steps at various periods in 
the last two years and that two months ago he 
was drugged and finally’ came to his senses 
in the office of the superintendent of the 
Dunning insane asylum minus his watch and 


money. 
Bay Tells a Weird Story, 

He said he had become so alarmed that he 
had decided to leave Chicago and move 
to another city where he might hide from his 
persecutors. After making this decision, he 
said, he drew from a safety deposit vault last 
‘Wednesday $350 with which he intended to 
settle his debts, 

He left his apartments at 5519 Monroe ave- 
nue at 7:45 p. m. to pay $200 which he owed 
to the keeper of a small grocery shop. 

As he was turning the corner at Fifty- 
sixth street and Jackson Park avenue, he 
alleges, a red automobile with four men in it 
drew up alongside the curb. A gray haired 
man whom he did not know got out, and, 
pointing a revolver at him, exclaimed: 

Jou are the man we want. Get into this 
machine.“ 

He alleges that he was bound his hands to 
his feet, and a lap robe was thrown over his 
head. When he recovered his senses he found

She insinuated that her husband was being 
hersecuted on account of Mr. Reynolds’ for- 
tune of $200,000. 


Nonsense,“ Says Mr. Reynolds. 

Mr. Reynolds denied all knowledge of the 
kidnaping. 

It is nonsense to charge an old man like 
I am with such a thing.“ he said. ‘‘I don’t 
know a thigg about the trouble, Bay has 
often struck me as being lightheaded.

MAY ADD. FOUR BATTLESHIPS. 


Question Up to Congress This Winter— 
Plan Is to Have at Least Thirty- 
three Afloat by 1911. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—If 
Congress adopts the recommendation of the 
president and Secretary Metcalf four new 
battleships of more than 20,000 tone displace- 
ment will be added to the navy next winter, 
In addition auxiliary ships, such as colliers, 
torpedo boat déstroyers, and submarines, 
will be authorized. 

Until the Panama canal shall be com- 
pleted both the president and the sec- 
retary believe it imperative the! United 
States should maintain.two fleets, one in the 
Pacific and one in the Atlantic. With the 
canal in operation, two fleets can be massed 
and one formidable body be ready for service 
in either ocean. 

While the president indicated eventually 
the fleet under Rear Admiral Evans would 
return to the Atlantic, the probability of its 
retention im the Pacific is growing. By July 
1 next there will be five battleships ready for 
commissioning on this coast.

Edwards was selected 
owing to his being acquainted with the 
mountainis and Turner; For three mont 
he trailed the wife murderer over the coun- 
try, and finally captured him near their oid 
home in Kentucky. He brought him back 
here, and immediately surrendered himseit, 
awaiting trial until yesterday. 
May Have Slain Twenty-five. 

As all of the other crimes to which Ed- 
wards confessed were committed out of the 
state, nothing can be done.

“The new department known as the in- 
dustrial bureau of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce,“ he continued, will be under 
the immediate direction of the civic indus- 
trial committee of the association and will 
‘be chiefly in the direction of brnging new 
industries to Chicago, relocating Chicago 
industries more advantageously, seeking ad- 
vice and information to this end, and har- 
monizing interests that may be momentarily 
in conflict. 

„A small manufacturer or a great cor- 
poration may write to us and get informa- 
tion that will be practically complete on 
any industrial subject whatever. We will 
not be working for any one interest. as, of 
course, I was doing with the Burlington rail- 
road. ‘We will work for the city as a whole 
and as an industrial center. 


Statistics for All. 

“In general my work will be similar te 
what I have been doing with the railroad, 
although, of course, it will have a much wider 
scope. A service wil be organized for com- 
piling statistics and furnishing information 
on industrial conditions, locations, tramapor- 
tation facilities, cost of production, and the 
like for the entire industrial territory that 
makes Chicago its center, 

“Now,” he concluded, “I can’t give you 

any more detail. Wait and see how the thing 
works out. It’s a new plan and it must 
evolve gradually. I believe, and the officers 
of the association’ believe, the industrial 
bureau will be of the utmost value to Chi- 
cago as an industrial center.” 

Mr. Manss, who resides at 1341 Sheridan 
road, is a graduate of Wittenberg college, 
Ohio, and of Yale university. After his 
graduation he studied economics at Oxford 
and the University of Berlin. He installed 
the industrial department of the C., B. and 
Q. system.

Americans are paying little attention to 
the conteiapiated voyage of the battle- 
ships to the Pacific. “ Probably they will 
take more interest in it after the fleet has 
set out and its arrival at successive South 
American points is reported. I the Lon- 
don correspondent of a New York paper 
is as familiar with the inmost thoughts of 
the chancelleries of Durope as he claims 
to be the present indifference of Ameri- 
cans is not shared abroad. European 
statesmen, it is said, regard the matter 
with greater anxiety than any interna- 
tional crisis of recent years. : 

There are two divergent views. Some 
of the statesmen see in the sending of the 
fleet a daring scheme to check the “ yel- 
low peril,” which seems be still feared 
by some Europeans. They marvel at the 
temerity of the move, but they applaud its 
assumed purpose. 

Other statesmen see 


In it a deep 
European situation. They question 
whether the German emperor is not the 
real instigator of the cruise to the Pacific 
and whether the upshot of the whole mat- 
ter will not be the United States and 
Germany versas Great Britain and Japan. 

These are the serious thoughts which 
8 the peace of European chanceller- 

ies at d time when the American secretary 

of war is exchanging courtesies with the 
emperor and great nien of Japan and as- 
suring them -that the friendly relations of 
the two countries ought not to be dis- 
turbed, and will not be. Americans can 
safely put more faith in the effusive dem- 
onstrations at Tokio and in the financial 
burdens which cause Japan to dread war 
than in the fevered dreams of European 
per- 
haps—by a possibly imaginative \corre-, 
spondent. 

President Roosevelt said this week, 
“Our fleet is going to its own home 
waters in the Pacific, and after a stay 
there it will return to its own home 
waters in the Atlantic.” The object of 
the voyage, the longest ever undertaken 
by as large a fleet of any nation, is, the 
president says, to train officers and men 
and find out what are our naval needs. 
‘That is a more rational explanation of 
the cruise than the theory that it was 
prompted-in some mysterious way by the 
kaiser, or that the object is to beard the 
“yellow peril” im its lair and provoke a 
war. No American wants war, and none 
is in prospect.

Sour milk is said by many physicians to 
be healthful and to prevent the progress 
of old age; at any rate adults are not re- 
ported as suffering from milk. 


it is necessary to make every effort to 
secure a good milk supply. The commis- 
sion, which contained some milk dealers 
as well as specialists in diseases af chil- 
dren, is agreed that pure milk handled 
under ideal conditions is: best. According 
to the degree of nicety in securing ideal 
conditions pure milk is classified as certi- 
fied. milk, inspected milk, and approved 
bottled milk. | 

The difficulty with all these kinds of 
milk is the expense. To keep stables 
clean and well ventilated, to exclude every 
chance of contagion by dust or insects, to 
bathe and groom the cows, to sterilize the 
vessels in which milk is kept; to cool the 
milk and carry ft as rapidly as possible to 
the consumer, require an amount of 
work which must be considered in the bill. 
Milk handled in this way may cost from 
12 to 20 cents a quart. A lesser degree 
of care is enough for all practical pur- 
posés if the cows are healthy, and will 
not greatly increase the cost. 

However, until greater precautions are 
required by law than at present-some of 
the milk which reaches the city may be 
exposed to infection at some time before It 
reaches the consumer. To avoid danger 


from such milk all the cheaper grades of 


milk should be pasteurized. This may ba 
done commercially at a slight expense, or 
it may be done at home by bringing the 
milk to a simmer and cooling it rapidly. 
Still, it is better to have pure milk with- 
ont germs than to have milk in which 
the germs have been killed. Two things 
must be done. Dairy farmers must be 
educated up to the degree of neatness an 
care which modern science shows to be 
necessary, "and consumers must be edu- 
cated up to the idea of. paying for this 
extra care. Milk is the principal food for 
young children. A family should econo- 
mize in some other way, if necessary, to 
have good milk. The darkness, filth, and 
foul air of old fashioned cow sheds was 
responsible for more deaths than our 
grandfathers could have guessed, and such 
conditions have not yet been removed en- 
tirely.

che Travelers’ chub at Paris, perhaps the 


most ultra smart international organization 
of the.kind in Europe, to which a number of 
Americans’ belong, has just completed the 
purchase of the premises which it haa hith- 
erto leased in the Champs Elysées. It is 
probably the finest mansion on that famous 
thoroughfare, is situated near the Rond 
point, and was to a great extent rebuilt by 
that celebrated marquise de Paiva who, be- 
ginning life as the daughter of a little Jew 
tailor of the name of Lachmann at Moscow, 
died as the wife of the German multi- 
miltionaire Prince Donnersmarck, in a 
chateau which the latter had built for her 
in Silesia, and which is almost an exact 
counterpart of that now destroyed palace 
of St. Cloud whence Empress Pugénie had 
caused her to be ignominously ejected on one 
occasion by her servants as an undesirable 
character. . 

If the empress had adopted these meas- 
ures with regard to her, it was because the 
woman, who was living with the pianist 
Herz, had had the audacity to accompany 
him to a concert in the palace of St. Cloud, 
which he attended in his professional ca- 
pacity. Subsequently she became the rich- 
est woman of the half world in Paris, and 
with the object of giving a certain degree 
of ‘regularity to her sftuation persuaded 


‘a penniless and elderly Portuguese nobleman 


of ancient lineage, the marquis de Paiva, to 
confer upon her by marriage his illustrious 
name and title. Only too late did he realize 


‘the ignominy of his position and blew out 


is brains in the mansion which has now 
been acquired by the Travelers’ club. 

This tragedy did not, however, interfere 
with her vogue, and towards the end of the 
empire her mansion had become the ren- 
dezvous and trysting place of many of the 
most brilliant statesmen, dignitaries, and 
diplomats, French and foreign. Unscrup- 
ulous, marevlously beautiful, and clever, the 
masquise actually ended by becoming a po- 
Aitical power, is said to have been of cop- 
siderable use to Prince Bismarck, and eventu- 
ally succeeded in securing the name, the 
hand, and, above all, the heart, of Count 
Guido Henckel Donnersmarck, who has now 
been elevated to the rank of prince.

The house is a perfect palace, of a fanciful 
rengissance style of architecture, stands 
back on a broad stone terrace which is about 
twenty feet above the level of the avenue, 
and looks out upon the Rond point. At the 
back there is a large garden with great 
shady trees. Among its features are exquis- 
ite ceilings painted by Baudry and a stair- 
case made entirely of onyx. The marquise 
, de Paiva had asked Edmond About, the 
’ novelist, to write a sort of dedication for this 
staircase, with the object of having the lines 
engraved upon the first step in the fashion 
oftheancient Romans. The brilliant author, 
however, felt bitter at the time against 
this most noted of modern Phrynes, in con- 
sequence of some fancied or real slight to 
which he had been subjected by her, and. 
while he complied with her request, the 
verses were not of a character that she cared 
to engrave upon ber onyx staircase. For 
they began as follows: 

Tout comme la vertu le vice a ses degres.”’ 

(Like virtue, vice has its various steps.) 

Other features are the superb silver 
mounted marble baths, the tables of 
lapis lazuli and of malachite, the black 
marble mantels, and the magnificent ebony 
and bronze doors which now adorn the 
billiard room. After the death of his wife 
Prince Donnersmarck sold her mansion in 
Paris to that Russian banker, Saloschin, 
whose father had secured his freedom from 
serfdom by means of a barrel of oysters, as 
I have already described in these columns. 
Saloschin leased it for a time as a restau- 
rant to the leading St. Peterburg restaura- 
teur, Cubat, who failed, however, to make 

a success Of the venture, and for the last two 
or three years it has been rented to the Trav- 
elers’ club, whic. has now cartons cxgeet it. 

For the first time within human m ry 
an elaborate search and investigation is be- 
ing made by orders of the czar of the sub- 
terranean portion of the imperial palaces 
known as the Kremlin, at Moscow, under 
the direction of the celebrated antiquarian, 
Prof. Zabelin. The Kremlin forms almost a 
triangle of more than two miles round and, 
inasmuch as it has been the principal strong- 
hold of Muscovite egardom since the four- 
teenth century, there is no knowing what 
treasures may be brought to light. The 
object of this search is the priceless library 
and collection of ancient manuscripts ac- 
cumulated by Czar Ivan the Terrible, who 
reigned from 1583 to 1584. His library even 
in those days enjoyed a worldwide reputa- 
tion. But no trace of it remains. It has 
mysteriously disappeared and it has long 
been thought possible that it may have been 
concealed during the eighteenth cenfury, or 
even in the one before, in the mage of subter- 
ranean vaults, dungeons, and cellars which 
extends under the Kremin downward for 
several stories. No systematic exploration 
has ever taken place until now, and there is 
no knowing what treasures of an historic, 
archeological, and artistic nature may be 
brought to li,,.t.

Resolved by the Laymen’s essociation, That 
our pastors should share more generously in this 
material advance, especially hen their work in- 
dicates marked ability and faithfulness. 

In support of the resolution it was shown 
that of seventy-six charges in the confer- 
ence served by students the average salary 
paid is $474 a year. Seventy-five charges 
in the conference pay salaries averaging 
$734 and house rent, while the average sal- 
ary paid to a minister in the conference is 


$93.90 a month.
